His  pcece  of  timber,  which  an 
other  man  had  roughly  hewen 
oner  3  wanting  a  name  ( which  I 
haue  giuen  vnto  it )  but  not  a  de¬ 
fence  8£  patronage,  vnder  whofe 
couert ,  it  may  be  fhiclded .  from 
the  venomous  darts  of  carping 
:oungs :  thmkeitnotamifle,  to  prcfentthe  fame  vnto 
your  excellent  worthinefTe;  fith  you  haue  cucn  borne, 
as  good  and  liberall  a  minde;to  learning  yand  learned 
workemen ,  in  any  fa  cult  ic ,  as  any  noble  Gentkjnati 
:hroughout  this  Realm e  of  England  .  The  fubieffc 
matter,  whereon  it  confifteth ,  is  charitable  learning 
ov  learned  charitie,  pra&ifed  vpon  and  performed  vn- 
:o  thofe,which  haue  flood  in  necde :  zui  publifhcd  by 
;hofe  ,  that  are  not  aftiamed,  to  fhew  their  names 
'though  for  good  caufes  two  letters  may  yet  feme  to 
Dcprelfe  them)  being  well  knownc  tothebefl ,  and 
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Epiftle  Dedicdtorie, 

may  be  compared  with  the  beft,  in  the  facultie  ofPhi- 
fickeand  keeping  of  a  good  confcience.  The  ground 
then  being firme, and titlefree hold, whereupon  the 
frame ftandeth :  how  can  the ftormie  w indes ,  procee¬ 
ding  out  of  the  mouthes ,  of  vnwholefomc  iEoles, 
mfed  it  with  their  corruption  ,  or  one  whit  nicue  it 
with  all  their  violence  >  I  learned  this  true  pofition 
long  ago  atriongft other  axiomes  in  the  nuiferie  at 
Cambridge  .  Non  nobis  nati fumus ,  &c .  we  are  not 
borne  for  our  felues  alone, but  our  countrie  challegcth 
an  interelt  in  vs, our  children,onr  frendes,and  our  po- 
lleritie,do  layeclaimeto  vs  .  Howbeit  fuch  wicked 
dayes  arc  come  vpon  vs ,  though  a  man ,  for  glorie  to 
God ,  lotie  to  his  pofteritie,  good  will  to  his  countrie, 
or  other  honeft  motiucs,  makes  priuate  things  pub¬ 
like,  for  the  common  commoditie  ,  of  the  Church 
and  common  wealth  >  he  is  rot  prayfed  of  any ,  but  re- 
proued  of  many  ,  and  condemned  of  all  malitious 
Momcs .  Bomtm  quo  comm  twins  co  melius,  hath  bene 
and  will  be  a  true  morall  principle :  though  fome  great 
learned  men  do  fcorhe  to  put  it  in  execution .  The  belt 
Ivlaifter  that  euer  Iferueddidreproue  andcondemne 
him,foraneuilland  vngratious  feruanc ,  that  hid  his 
talent  in  a  napkin  ,refufingto  put  it  forth,  to  his  mai- 
fters  aduantage  :  Bindhim  hand  and  foot  e  ,  andcajl 
him  into  vtter  darknejfe  was ,  and  will  be  the  guer¬ 
don ,  of  fuch  priuate  companions .  As  thofepradifers, 
are  luftly  reprotied  ,  which  ( to  toll  in  more  cufto- 
mers)do  hang  out  their  fignes ,  and  gild  their  gar¬ 
lands,  profeffing  much  cunning ,  and  haue  little  or  no 
learning  :  fo  dare  I  notauouch,  to  be  of  their  Reli¬ 
gion,  which  purpofe  nothing  lefle*  then  topradife 

their

their  cunning,  God  gaue Gdcne leaue(as  Sippontittus 
writeth)to  ltue  feuen  (core  yea  res ,  what  reparation  he 
made  of  impurities  from  any  Ample, or  what  parting 
of  elementes  he  vfed,  I  could  neuer  yet  read  or  heare. 
But  ?&racelfus{  nicknamed  the  Sectarie  )  did  more 
good  in  three  fcoreyeares  by  working  with  his  ownc 
handes)according  to  natures  dire&ion  )  concealing 
no  Theorie  nor  practife  from  poftentie  ,  fhewing 
much  arc  7ceUndoartem ,  though Filips  Artis  he  is  as 
playne  as  a  pathway. His  fchollers  and  followers ,  that 
pra&ifedhis  teaching, and  taught  hispraftifing,  are 
a  cloud  ofwitneffes,  to  make  demonftration  of  this 
true  pofition  .  That  with  a  few  medccines ,  rightly 
compounded  ,  and  with  feme  fimples  fimplie,  and 
without  couin  prepared,  more  good  hath  bene, and 
may  be  done,  in  one  weeke  again  ft  any  difeafe,  then 
in  a  moncth  with  all  the  groffe  confections  (  as 
VFecker  termes  them)in  their  blew  pots,or  with  their 
hoarie  heared  drugs ,  in  their  braue  boxes,  which 
once  ma  yeareor  two  (if  all  men  deale  truly )  muft 
be  fweptout  of  dores .  Shew  me  not  the  meate ,  but 
fliew  me  the  man:  talke  not  of  the  receit,  but  fpeake 
truly  of  the  dfe£t.  So  many  as  are  fand.  blind,  and 
will  not  be  ftone  blind,  may  verifiethe  truth  of  the 
fafeft  kinde  of  curation  *,  if  they  will  bellow  the 
paynes ,  to  perufc  the  booke  following .  Herein  is 
nobragging  of  cures  done,  nor  promile  ofimpoffi- 
bili ties :  but  the  manner  how,  the  perfons  who, and 
vpon  whom  they  were  performed ,  is  truly  and  playn- 
ly  fet  downe  ,  euen  as  they  were  deliuered  by  wri¬ 
ting  or  word  of  mouth .  Briefly  and  in  a  word  to  con¬ 
clude  ,  I  appeale  vnto  their  confciences  that  haue 
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Eptfl/e  Dedicatorie.

CHAR  I. 

What  the  dutie  of  an  expert  Chirurgian  is. 

Good  and  true  Chirurgian,  is  no  othcr,thc 
a  miniftcr  and  helper  of  nature  *,  who  hath 
three  operations  to  performe ,  in  curing  of 
woundes .  The  firft  is,  that  he  ioyne  the  fc- 
perated  parts  clofe  together ,  thefecond  to 
preferueitfrom  paine:  the  third,  chat  he 
keepe  it  from  putrifa&ionrall  thereft  he  may  leaue  vnto  na¬ 
ture,  which  will  worke  with  good  expedition.  And  this  is 
a  fiire  intention  .‘concerning  the  cure  of  woundes .  Neuer 
keepe  the  flefti  open, with  tents  or  pledgets,neithcr  weaken 
nature,  by  letting  of  bloud,  or  by  purging , nor  yet  by  ftrait 
diet,  to  caufe  the  paine  to  increafc,  but  keepe  the  wound  al< 
wayesclcanc  ,  wafting  it with  Aquabalfam^  and  lay  vpon 
the  wound,  clothes  wette  in  Magno  Ucore .  This  is  a  good, 
and  an  approued  ordenwhereof  whofoeuer  wilknow  more, 
let  him  looke  in  Leonardo  Fiorauante  his  booke,  of  Rattonal 
fecrets ,  where  he  fhall  be  fatisfied  more  at  large. 

CHAP.  II. 

T  he  care  of all  manner  of  woundes  in  generall.

CHAP.  III. 


T he  caufe  why  wounds  cannot  heale  qmcklie. 

'"T“fHough  there  be  many  more ,  yet  chieflie  they  may  be 
Jl  reduced  vnto  two  caufes .  The  one  is  an  immoderate  & 
extreme  diet,  which weakneth  theftomack  and  body  fo 
much,  that  nature  cannot  preuaile  }to  ccnglutinate  orfo- 
der  thefkfh  together .  And  thus  thorough  want  ofnaturall 
heate  ,  the  wound falleth  to  impoftemation  ,  Gangrena>fi- 
ftulacs.&c.m&  can  hardly  be  cured .  The  fecond  caufe  is, the 
keeping  of  them  too  much  open,  by  reafon  of  their  tents  or 
pledgets ,  fo  that  they  cannot  loyne  together  agayne ,  but 
grow  to  Cancers,  and  Fillulaes,  whereupon  many  times, the 
patient  remaineth  lame  euer  after,  or  elfc  fpcedie  death  is  the 
end  thereof. 


CHAP.  IIII. 

Ofwoundestn  the  head,  how  they  must 
be  dealt  withall. 

A  LI  wounds  in  the  head ,  muft  be  clofeioyned  and  kept 
together,  thebloud  muft  be  crufhed  out ,  then  wafh  it 
well,  with  fome-thingthat  hath vertueto  liquifie  thebloud, 
as  the  flhdntae fence  of  wine ,  or  fuch  like.  Then  lay  thereon 
lint, wet  in  oleum  ben?dMwn:t\\\s  medecine  you  fhall  change 
in  foure  dayes ,  bu  t  euery  day  once  wafh  the  wound  round 
about, with  that  flhdntaejjince ,  and  annoint  with  thefaid 
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oyle,  and  at  the  fourrh  dayes  end ,  di  effe  it  agayne ,  and  let  it 
remainetvvo  dayes  more,&  alter  that  fora  day  more  the 
wound  (by  the  hclpe  of  God  )  fihalbe  cured  in  xij .  or  xiii). 
dayes.  Thus  may  you  deale, with  all  wounds, faue  thofe,that 
are  made  in  the  belhe.  As  for  all  other,  either  fimple  or  com¬ 
pound  wounds:  you  finde  their  cure,  methodically  fhewed, 
in  the  Rationally fecrets ,  of  Leonardo  Tiorauante  published  in 
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CHAP.  V. 

T  he  healing  of  a  greeuous  wound  on  the 
fide  of  the  head, 

THe  wound  was  made,  on  the  fide  of  the  head ,  almoft  to 
dura  mater: and  it  was  healed  in  this  manner.Firfl  there 
was  put  into  the  fame,  the  Qmntae (fence  aforefaid  ,  then  a 
litle  balfamo ,  then  there  was  applied  a  cloth  which  was  wet 
in  magno  licorey made  very  hote,vpon  which  cloth,  was  layd 
our  fecret  powder,  couered  with  lint,  and  thus  he  was  dref- 
fed,  once  euerv  day,  till  he  was  whole  .You  mull  note ,  that 
whenfoeuer  the  fcull  is  hurt,  vnto  dura  mater ,  there  roufl:  be 
caft  vp  at  the  nolethrilles ,  our  balfamo  :  that  the  fmell  may 
pierce  vpward ,  and  refolue  the  offence .  Sometime  alfo ,  in 
Head  of  a  defenfatiue ,  you  may  annoint  round  about  the 
wound,  with  the  forefaid  balme\  which  preferueth  from  pu- 
trifa&ion,  and  alteration.

it  to  waxe  very  hote ,  the  fpace  of  two  houres  .  After  that, 
there  was  put  in ,  our  oleum phtlofophorum ,  de  terebrathina  & 
oera,  and  fb  he  drefled  it  euery  day  once.

ACertaine  miller  in  Buckingham!})  ire,  called  rPeterBully 
being  fore  wounded  in  the  head  s  whereof  one  wound 
was  in  themidftoftheheadjwithfraflureofthefculhano- 
ther  within  an  inch  of  that ,  fix  inches  long ,  he  had  an  o- 
ther  wound*  ouer  his  eyebrow  two  inches  long.  Bcfides  the 
woundes  in  his  head,he  had  alfo  a  great  wound, in  the  bowt 
of  his  arme3befide  the  elbow ,  fo  that  a  ma  might  haue  layd: 
his  three  fingers  in  it,  diuers  of  his  fingers  were  alfo  cutjand 
he  loft  two  ioynts .  This  man  bled  by  the  fpace  offeuen  or 
eight  houres ,  before  it  was  ftinted :  neither  was  he  drefled, 
vntill  the  next  day ,  but  yet  he  was  cured  in  this  manner. 
Firft  the  haire  was  fhauen  away ,  round  about  the  woundes 
on  his  head,  and  the  wounds  were  made  cleane,  then  was 
there  dropped  into  the  wound,  balfamunr fulfuris, made  ve¬ 
ry  warme :  and  a  fine  cloth  wet  therein  was  applied  to  the 
wounds, and  round  about  the  wounds  there  was  a  defenfa- 
tiue  applied :  thus  he  was  drefled  once  in  24.  houres ,  and 
within  the  fpace  of  three  weekes  ,he  was  perfe&ly  holpen, 
that  he  warenoplaftcr  at  all  .  Alfo  you  fhall  note  that 
vpon  the  wound,next  the  cloth, there  was  lay detrotum  ma- 
yiftraky  of  Leonardo  Fiorauante  :  Forget  not  that  this  bal- 
fame  muft  alwayes  be  vfed  warme,  with  a  finelinnen  cloth, 
or  a  peece  ofCambrick ,  and  not  with  any  lint .  Thisbal- 
fame  did  caufethc  haire  to  grow  fo  faft  about  the  wounds: 
that  it  was  fayne  to  be  fhauen  away  verie  often.

performed  .  Recipe, magno  he  ore,  oleum  benedittwn,  ana,  mixe 
them,&  being  verie  hote,  wet  clothes  therein,  &  lay  there¬ 
on  twife  a  day,and  in  three  or  fourc  dayes  they  wilbe  refold 
ued.  Alfo  the  oyle  ofFranckinfence,or  oieuphtlofophorum  de 
tereb.&  £wv*,will  refoluc  any  fimple  bruifo  in  three  or  fourc 
houres,  only  by  continual  annointing  the  place  therewith, 
fofaftasitdrinkethinany  •  Prouided  ,that  the  bruifebc 
not  aboue  fix  or  eight  houres  old, for  if  it  be, then  will  your 
worke  befomwhat  the  longer,  before  it  be  finiflaed.

ACertaine  woman  of  Bedford ,  had  three  Vlcers  in  her 
legge,  who  had  fought  her  cure,  at  the  hands  of  diuers, 
the  fpace  of  foure  yearcs,  but  could  finde  no  helpe,  yet  foe 
was  afterward  cured  in  this  manner .

A  Certaine  old  woman  ,  did  in  this  manner  rhelpe  diuers 
old  fores  in  the  body .  Firfifhe  purged  the  patients,  and 
thenfhe  applied  this  vnguent  to  the  fores .  Take  a  pot  of 
flrpng  ale  >  and  fet  it  to  boile  ouer  a  gentle  fire  ,  till  it  wax 
thickedikea  falue, and  then  vfeit .  At  rhefirft this  mededne 
will  fmart,and  be  fome vvliat  painfull  to  bcare,neuerfheleliie 
it  will  clenfe  and  hcatc.

ning  and  euening. This  medccinc  caufed  many  times,acer- 
taine  blacke  bugge,or  Worme  to  come  forth  which  had  ma- 
ny  lcgs,&  was  quicke:&  after  that  the  cancker  would  healc 
quicklie ,  with  any  conuenient  medecinc.

THerc  was  a certaine  man, called  R.  2?.  dwelling  in  Lon¬ 
don  ,  which  hauing  three  deepe  fiftulaes  in  hisbreaft, 
had  bene  long  vnder  the  hands  of  vnskilfull  Chirurgians, 
confirming  both  himfelfe  and  his  fubftance :  but  afterward 
by  Gods  hclpe ,  he  vfing  the  courfc,  that  JV.  T.  preferibed, 
was  cured  verie  fpcedihe .  Firft  he  was  purged  euery  fecond 
or  third  day  for  hue  or  fixe  times  together, with  T urpetum 
miner  ale  cTh&dronU ,  receauing  thereof  fiueor  fix  graines  in 
ssimuh  Palmurij.  Afterward,  he  was  caufed  to  fweat  fiue  or 
fix  times,  with  this  potion  following. 

R,  the  diftilled  water  of  lignum  vita  §  ij ,  falls  eiufdem 3  j, 
water  of  Car  duns  benediblus  ^  ij ,  which  being  mixed ,  he 
dronke  it  warme  in  the  morning,  and  fweat  thereon  two 
houres  •  After  he  was  purged ,  he  drelfed  the  fiflulaes  two 
houres,  with  this  vnguentf vntill  they  were  mundified)  vpo 
tents  of  fhoe leather .  When  the  fiftulaes  were  clenfed ,  he 
drefled  them  only  with  Emplaftru  Eodicationis  ("being  made 
liquid e,  to  wrap  vp  the  tent  with)  till  they  where  whole. 

T he  mundificatiue  ointment  was  this . 

R.  oyle  of  waxe,  of fuccinum ,  otguaiacum,  oleum  hyper tc .

YtMgnu  vita, the  bark cfarfa- 
panlla,  ana  §  tiij ,  the  rootes  of  Tormetill,  Eiftorta,  virga  pa- 
ft  or  is,  liquorice,  ana  §  plumper  berries,  ^j,  Mallow  leaues, 
Sanicle,Alchimill3,Mugwort;  Hypcricon^Brunella^Com* 
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fcrie ,ana  M  ij.  Bring  thefe  into  powder  and  for  euery  gallon 
of  new  tunned  drinks  adde  thereto,  two  or  three  ounces  of 
this  powder,  in  a  linnen  cloth :  let  it  Band  till  it  be  dale, and 
let  him  drinke  thereof.

But  in  any  cafe  Jet  him  be  aduifed  by  th  e 
wifePhi(itiany  in  his  bufnejje,  when  there  is  any  difficult 
tie  and  not  runne  by  and  by  to  his  receit  or  experiment ,  It 
follow  eth  now( in  manner  aforefaid )to  fet  down  the  obfer~ 
uedpraElifs  of  thofe  that  haue  cured  int email difeafes, 
which  haue  taken  effeff%  and  brought  forth  fyntomes , 
outwardlie  or  tnwardlie .

Of  the  cure  of  grievous  aches,  and payne, 
performed ,  by  W.  H. 

Certaine  man  was  greatly  affli&ed  ,  with 
diuers  wofull  aches,  and  paines  in  his  knees 
and  flioulders,who  was  cured, by  receauing 
a  dofe  of  Aromatico ,  and  by  application  of 
empla(lrumf<ztidumy  vnto  the  grieued  parts* 

CHAP.  II.

with  moft  pitifull  aches  and  paine  in  his  ioynts;  who  for 
want  of  maintenance,  was  inforccd  to  go  into  the  countrie, 
where  he  was  borne  ,  and  was  there  pittied  of  an  honed 
Gentleman,  which  cured  him  in  this  fort .  Firft  he  purged 
him  twife  or  thrife  with  t^Aromatico  Leonardo:  which  done, 
he  tooke  for  foure  or  fiue  dayes  together,  3  tf ,  of  the  extra# 
of  Hcrmoda titles,  with  white  wine .  Then  vnto  the  articu  ¬ 
lar  parts  that  were  grieued ,  he  applied  emplaslrum  fotidumy 
TV,  H.  and  thus  in  diort  time  he  was  healed  throughlie.

which  droppeth  from  them,  and  mixe  it  with  as  much  oyle 
of  waxe,and  therewith  annoint  any  ache  or  grief.

Fird  when  he 
fuppofed  that  the  payne  would  come,  he  tooke  a  dofe  of  A- 
romatico  Leonardo  1  then  the  next  day ,  vnto  thofe  grieued 
parts, he  applied  this  plaider .  Take  a  pickle  herring  ,  and 

cut  forth  the  bone,dampe  it  verie  fmall  with  a  litle  bole  Ar -

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moniacke,  and  rofc  water, and  apply  it  cold  to  the  grief/rom 
pla  cc  to  placets  it  goeth .  Many  men,  after  they  haue  bene 
well  purged  ,  haue  had  great  eafe  by  annointing  the  place, 
three  or  foure  nights  together,  with  aqua  half  arm  Ft  or  an  ate.

R.  herbegrace ,  fothernwood, 
mug  wort ,  wormwood ,  ana  M  j,  Iuniper  berries ,  three  or 
foure  handfull,cut  the  herbes  and  bruife  the  berries  ,  and  in- 
fufe  them  in  a  gallon  of  white  wine  vineger,  24.  houres  in  a 
warme  place .  Then  diftill  it  with  a  gentle  fire  .  This  done, 
take  that  diftillcd  vineger,and  infufe  therein  fre/h  herbes  8c 
berrics,and  diftill  it  agayne  as  afore.  Do  fo  the  third  time, 
and  diftill  it  as  afore .  "At  the  laftinfufion ,  you  fhall  put 
ithCiCiD  ^  iiij  of  good  Mitridate  ,  orTriacle  ,  and  diftill 
them  together,and  keepe  them  clofe  to  your  vfe  .  Thereof 
the  patients  tooke ,  at  foure  a  clocke  in  the  morning ,  §  iiij, 
verie  warme,  whereupon  they  layd  them  downeand  iweat, 
two  or  three  houres ,  alway  wiping  it  away  with  warme 
clothes  .Euery  fw eating  tyme  ,  they  changed  their  fhirtes. 
When  this  medccine  was  miniftred  to  a  woman ,  fhe  tooke 
but  §  ij  thereof.

Another  cure  for  ScrophuU. 

ACertaine  young  boy  of  14 .  yeares,  of  complexion  cho- 
lericke ,  and  melancholicke ,  who  had  ScrophuU  in  his 
throte,  on  both  the  (ides ,  was  cured  thus .  The  firft  mede- 
cine  that  he  tooke,  was  the  infufion  of  Rhabarb  ,  with  the 
trochiskes  of  Agarick,and  acctum Jqmlhricum ,  and  water  of 
maidenhaire, mixed  together,  which  he  vfed  by  the  fpace  of 
ten  dayes .  Then  was  laied  vpon  the  ScrophuU ,  a  plaifter  of 
cerote  magift rale  With  C ant  ar  ides:  which  drew  forth  the  ma- 
lignitie  of  the  vlcer,  and  great  (lore  of  Sanies ,  being  applied 
for  1 5. dayes  together .  This  done,!  gaue him  the  deception 

iof  Sal  fa  panlla ,  with  a  good  diet ,  for  t  wentie  dayes  toge  - 
ther .  Then  I  applied  vnto  the  fore  a  cerote  of  Gualtifedo  dt 
Medi,  which  in  a  fhort  time  cured  him.that  had  bene  vexed 
with  them  foure  yeares  before*

ANother  which  was  a  maide  of  1 3  ♦  yeares  of  age  ,  was 
vexed  with  ScrophuU  in  her  throte ,  which  was  alfo  in 
this  manner  cured.  Firlf  I  gaue  her  the  extra#  WtSUeborus 
nicer,  with  mel rofarnm  ;  which  doth  very  effectually  purge 
the  melancholicke  humor  .  That  done ,  I  gaue  her  our  fi- 
rupe  againft  themelancholick  humor,for  eight  or  ten  dayes 
together  :  and  applied  vnto  the  fores  an  vnguentof  Ly- 
targe, boiled  with  the  powder  of  Scrophu/aria:  thus  was  Ihe 
in  fhort  time  cured.

Of  Panaritium ,  or  Panarities ,  called 
the  whit  blow. 

THis  greeuous  and  intollcrablcmaladie,  (as.thofe  know 
well  that  haue  felt  them  )  commeth  on  the  end  of  the 
finger;  and  is  an  infirmitie,  bred  in  the  liuer,  whereof  nature 
being  willing  todifeharge  hcrfelfe,  fendethittothe  ex¬ 
treme  parts  of  the  fingers:  and  moft  commonly  it  commeth 
to  the  finger  next  the  thombe,but  feldomein  the  other.Tha 
rcafon  or  caufe  whereof  is  hidden ,  faue  that  we  may  conie- 
aure(as  we  haue  laid  before)an  accident  in  the  liuer ,  which 
nature  fendeth  forth  vnto  thofeparts  to  eafeher  felfe.When 
it  commeth  to  the  end  of  the  finger ,  that  it  can  go  no  fur¬ 
ther;  it  caufeth  a  fharpe  and  exceffiue  payne :  and  the  acci¬ 
dent  comming  vnto  that  place,  not  hauing  paflage  ,  is  fo 
hotc ,  that  in  fhort  time  it  putrifieth  the  finewes ,  mufcles, 
and  cartilages  ,  and  in  the  end  rotteth  both  flefh  and  bone. 
The  fecret  of  this  griefe,  is  not  commonly  knowne  ,  of  the 
moft  Surgeons :  who  with  all  their  learning,  cannot  deuife 
to  cure  it,as  it  ought  to  be  cured .  The  moft  part  of  fuch,as 
haue  that  infirmitie, lofe  their  fingenbut  if  thou  wilt  quick¬ 
ly  helpe  them, follow  this  methode* 

Firftlet  them  bleed  on  the  liuer  veync  :  then  let  them  be 
well  purged .  Afterward  dreffe  the  finger, with  oleum  fulfil 
r&vwhich  will  caufe  fome  paine3neuerthelefle(to  haue  fbme 
cafe)  you  mu  ft  abide  it.  The  next  day  drefte  it  with  Magtto 
hcore ,  vntill  it  be  whole ,  which  will  be  in  fhort  time  7  as  I 
haue  often  proued,

*  firmitie,  contained  in  the  lungs, which  doth  harden  and 
driethem  in  fuch  manner  ,  that  fuch  as  are  troubled  there¬ 
with,  cannot  fetch  their  breath .  It  proceedeth  ofaduftion 
ofthebloud  ,  that  cannot  runne  in  the  veynes  :  andfo  the 
lungs  lacking  fuff  enance,  worketh  that  effect .  This  difeafe 
is  cured  foure  manner  of  waves .  Firft  you  fhall  let  them 
bloud  vnder  the  toung  cutting,  thofe  veynes  ouerthwart, 
and  fuck  them  as  much  as  they  can:  for  it  euacuateth  and  o- 
peneth  the  opilation  of  the  bloud  ,  and  eafeth  the  lungs  of 
all  that  euill  matter  which  offendeth.  Secodly  you  fhall  giue 
them  a  dofe  of  zslromatico,  which  euacuateth  the  ftomackc, 
of  all  euill  qualities, that  offend  the  lungs .  The  third  is,  to 
let  them  eatefor  a  moneth  together ,  euery  morning  ^  j,  of 
our  Elcttuario  de  Althea.  T he  fourth ,  to  annoin  t  the  fto- 
macke,euery  night  with  Magno  hcore .  But  euery  ten  dayes, 
you  muff  take  a  dofe  ofour  Elettuarto  Angelica ,  whereby 
thou  ibalt  helpe  them  quickly .  You  muff  alfo  keepe  a  fo- 
ber  diet:  refraining  fifh  ,  porke ,  flimie  things,  fpice,  baked 
meateSjcheefeand  fuch  like,  which  nourifh  grolly ,  and  do 
infeft  the  bloud.

CHAP.  X, 

Of  the  Gonorrhea,  or  running  of  the 
raynes,andthe  cure. 

*’r*His  difeafe,  is  a  corruption,  caufcd  of  the  fuperfluous  vfe 
*  of  women ,  that  are  infefted  therewith:  for  fuch  men  as 
haue  knowledge  of  them,  they  receiue  the  faid  corruption 
which  afterward  commeth  forth  of  the  yard  ,  with  great 
payne  anddifficultie  in  making  water;  and morcouer in 
the  night ,  when  that  part  is  ere&ed  ,  it  caufeth  great  tor¬ 
ment  :  which  for  fifteen  or  twencie  dayes,  caufeth  extreme 
payne.  This  is  the  beginning  of  the  French  pocks  ,  a  fit 
fawce for  that  fiveet  finneof  Lecheries  It  bringeth  moil 
commonly  payne  in  the  interiour  partes ,  crpaync  in  the 
raynes,armes,and  legges:  in  fomuch  that  in  fine,itcommeth 
to  that  fowlc  difeafe .  For  fuch  as  haue  this  Qonorrhaa, neuer 
fufpe&ing  or  fearing  the  afterclaps ,  fuffer  their  difeafe ,  to 
grow  on  farther  and  further  till  their  cure  will  very  hardly 
or  neuer  be  accomplifhed .  Therefore  I  wifo  euery  man, to 
feeke  helpe  in  time,  lead  by  letting  it  pafle;  in  the  end,  it 
turne  to  his  definition.  The  cure  is  as  followeth. 

Firfi  you  fhall  giue  them  our  Aromatico ,  once  in  white 
wine .  Then  morning  and  euening,for  feuen  or  eight  dayes, 
vfe  this  potion  following  :annointing  alfothe  rayncs,  and

CHAP.  XI. 

Of  the  Hemerhoides, and  their  cure. 

THe  Hemerhoides,are  an  alteration  in  the  Hemerhoidall 
vey  nes  caufed  of  a  corrupt  and  putrified  humor, where- 
of nature  being  willing  to  difeharge  her  lelfe,  fendeth  forth 
by  thofe  veynes  vnto  the  extreme  or  outward  parts ,  where 
it  cannot  palTe  through ,  and  caufeth  the  alteration  and  in¬ 
flation  that  is  called  the  Hemerhoides.  This  corruption  and 
putrifaftion.is  caufed  of  theeuill  qualitie  ofthcliuer,  which 
corrupteth  the  bloud ,  andisthecaufe  of  all  this  inconue- 
nience .  Commonly  the  originall  and  beginning  thereof,  is 
caufed  of  the  pocks ,  a  thing  that  muft  be  confidered  of  in 
the  cure .  Now  for  the  cure ,  it  were  neceftarie  to  helpe  the 
liuer.to  purifie  the  bloud,  to  alter  the  Hemerhoides ,  and  to 
difeharge  niture  of  that  impediment .  Firft  therefore ,  giue 
them  our  EleUuAno  ^^thenextday.thcy  (hall  take 
our  Sirtipo  folutifio3whetcoi  they  fliall  take  hue  or  fixe  doles. 
Then  let  them  annoint  the  Hemerhoides ,  with  our  Cau - 
ft,k£,  once  or  twife.and  they  fhall  foone  after  be  cured. 

Of  the  dmers fortes ,  and  dtuers  effettes  of  the 
H emerhoides  t heir  cure, 

BYreafonofthisdifeafe  ,  thatcommeth  alwayes  at  the 
end  of  Intefltno ,  or  Longanon  ,  feme  haue  maruailous 
payne  about  thefundament,  fome  burne  wonderfully ,  and 
others  do  feald:  which  commeth,becaufeofthe  goodorbad 
qualities  in  fome,  more  then  in  other  fome ,  as  experience 

ftiewcth .  For  fas  I  faid)fome  haue  fuch  a  burning, that  they 

can

can  take  no  reft,  fbmchauc  fuch  payne  ,  as  they  cannot  fit, 
fome  hauc  it  fofealding  hote5that  it  is  intollerable.Thbugh 
this  infirmitie  is  more  nurtfull  in  one  complexion ,  then  in 
an  other,  and  the  cure  hard :  yet  you  (hall  cure  them  in  this 
manner .  Firft  giue  them  isiromattco ,  then  purge  the  body 
fiuc  or  fix  times,  with  cur  Sirupofolrttmo .  Then  giue  him 
our  fume  at  the  lower  parts,  three  or  foure  times ,  and  then 
annoint  the  p3r  ts  with  our  Balfamo  artific, fox  that  will  drie, 
and  take  away  the  payne  altogether  ,  and  the  patient  fhall 
befurely  healed. 

There  are  diuers  kinds  ofHemerhoide$,but  two  in  prin¬ 
cipal!  .  The  one  fort  is  in  the  fundament,  and  caufeth  great 
payne  when  they  goto  the  ftoole.  The  other  fort  com- 
meth  forth  of  the  fundament>and  are  not  fo  paynfull  as  the 
firft .  T o  cure  thofc  within  the  fundament, you  fhall  giue 
the  patient  eight  or  ten  dayes  together,  our  Sir  up  o  magiftra* 
le  warme,  then  let  them  take  our  tsiromAticot  once,  and  vfe 
differs ,  wherein  is  put  halfean  ounce  of  Aqua  reale  T^hio- 
rauante  at  a  time,  and  fo  thou  (halt  helpe  them.  The  beft 
way  for  thofe  that  are  come  forth,  is  to  make  incifion,or  to 
make  a  little  hole  in  them  ,  that  the  bloud  (which  is  putri- 
fied)may  comeforth,and  fo  by  euacuafion  thou  (halt  helpe 
them .  Alfo  you  (hall  vnderftand,that  vomiting  is  very  no 
ceflanein  the  cure  of  both  fortes  ,  becaufeit  openeththc 
veynes  .  Alfo  Oleum  ouorum,doth  cafe  the  payne  of  the  Ho 
merhoides  very  greatly  :  fo  doth  the  oyle  of  figges ,  if  you 
annoint  them  therewith.  ^[Thetooth  ofan  horfefifh 
bein  gvvorne  in  a  ring  on  the  finger  after  the  body  is  pur¬ 
ged  taketh  them  away  by  a  fccret  and  hidden  qualitie  ,  a 
thing  proued  more  then  an  hundred  times, 

CHAP.  XII 

Of the  cure  ef fitch ,  as  tv  ere  troubled  with 
fuffocation  of  the  Matrix . 

ACertainewoma,affeded  therewith  hauing  much  paine 
&  greefe,in  her  ftoniacke,  was  cured,  by  taking  a  doft

of  our  Elettuario  Angelica,  Then  fhe  vfed  our  firupe  agaiuft 
paynes  of  the  mother, eight  or  ten  dayes,and  annointed  her

A  certaine  young  woman, affli&cd  in  manner  aforefaid, 
wanted  alfo  her  natural!  ficknefle  ,  and  began  to  loefe  her 
naturall  heate:  fo  that  nature  could  not  digeft ,  the  fuperflu- 
ous  matter  in  her  body ,  was  thus  helped  .  Firft  (he  tooke 
our  Elettuario  Angelica, and  euery  night, annointed  her  fto- 
jnacke,nofethnlles,and  pulfes,  with  Alagno  licore} and  eue¬ 
ry  morning  dronkeof  our  ^uintae fence, an d  fo  was  cured. 


IN  euery  ten  dayes  once ,  giue  them  our  tAromattco ,  and 
euery  morning  falling  giue  them  gj,  of  white  Tartar, in 
water  or  winqand  two  hourcs  before  fupper.you  /ball  take 
the  like:  Let  your  bread  be  rye,  alfo  you  niuft  vveare  a  tt  ufle 
fit  for  that  purpofe,  and  vfe  this  remedie  following.  Take 
of  the  fpirite  of  wine  §  xij,  frankincenfe  Olibanum ,  mafiiche 
farcocolla ,  ana  §  ,  infufe  them  in  the  faid  Aqua  vita ,  and 
therewith  walb  the  rupture  twife  a  day,  then  preftntly  call 
thereon,  the  powder  of  rBiflwgua>  and  the  her  be  Balfamma, 
and  lay  thereon  a  cloth  ,  wet  in  the  faid  wafer,  and  bind  on 
the  trulfe  fo  hard  ,  as  he  may  pofliblie  abide  it;  and  hereby 
lhalt  thou  heaic  any  great  rupture,  in  an  hundred  dayes, but 
lee  that  you  keepe  a  diet  accordingly.

CHAP.  X 1 1 1 1.  / 

Of  retention  of  ferine ,  and  the  care  thereof , 

THe  retention  of  vrine ,  arifeth  of  many  caufes ,  one  is 
grauel,that  Aoppeth  the  coduits,where  it  fhould  paile, 
another  is  the  want  or  weaknefle  of  the  vertue  expuihue; 
fothat  nature  cannot  expell;  an  other  is  a  carnohde,  which 
is  an  alteration  caufed  of  corrupt  and  putrificd  humors, 
which  do  fo  reflraine  the  powres  >  and  vrine, that  it  cannot 
paile.  There  is  another ,  and  that  is  vifeofitie  of  the  reynes, 
fo  grolTe,  that  it  hindreth  the  vrine  from  palling .  Another 
caufe,  which  is  too  too  common, is  the  Qonorrbaa,  when  it 
chaungeth  into  Stranguria,  that  it  is  a  flopping  or  choking 
ofthe  conduites ,  thatcarrie  the  veyne  to  the  bladder .  All 
thefe  fore faid  caufes ,  proceedeof oneoriginall  ,euen  ofthe 
diftemperature  of  nature  ,  whereofifyou  aske  the  reafon, 
you  (Hail  vnderftand  ,  that  it  arifeth  of  that  filthy  begin- 
mng.the  French  pocks .  That  which  moueth  me  fo  bcleeuc 
it,  is  the  obferuation  thereof  diuers  and  fundry  times ,  for  I 
haue  cured  many  that  were  infetted  with  the  pockes,  which 
were  troubled  dome  with  Carnofity(before  fpoken  of)fome 
with  grauell ,  fomc  with  debilitie  of  the  vertue  expulfiue, 
fome  with  Gonorrh+a^  all  which  when  I  had  cured  ofthe 
pockes  r  the  other  diflemperatures  were  therewith  alfo  cu¬ 
red  .  For  that  difeafe,  is  the  caufe  of  twentie  mifchiefes,  and 
the  reafon  ,  why  many  Phififians ,  make  a  long  cu  re  of  the 
former  diflemperatures  ,  is  for  that  they  know  not  the  - 
mayne  and  principall  caufe  of  them  .  Bur  now  I  will  fhew 
thee  a  true  and  excellent  manner  of  curing  the  retention  of 
vrine ,  which  way  foeuer  it  commeth. 

Firftgiue  them  adofe  o£zs4romatico ,  then  giuevnto 
them  our  Syrup o  (olutiuo  ,  eight  or  ten  dayes  ,  but  in  any 
wife  keepe  no  ftraight  diet  ,  but  a  good  gouernement  as 
you  do  moft  commonly  vfe  :  andeatefuch  raeateas  plea- 
ferh  thy  ftomackc  beft :  caufe  them  alfo  to  fweate ,  and  in 
fhort  time,  thou  (halt  thoroughly  cure  them.

CHAP.  XV. 

mofi  excellent  remedie  to  cure  the 
difficulty  ofvrine . 

THe  difficult^  or  retentio  ofvrine,  caufeddiuers  wayes, 
as  of  grauell,  vifcofitie, exulceration,  &c.  is  in  this  fort 
very  well  and  fafely  cured .  Whe  the  caufe  of  this  difficultie 
ofvrine,  is  in  the  reynes  or  kidneies;  fo  that  it  be  not  a  (lone 
in  the  kidneies:  or  (bine  great  (lore  of  grauell;  fee  that  thou 
vvorke  thus. 

R,  %ognoni  of  a  male  hare, boil c  it  in  good  wine,  when  it 
is  well  boiled,  (tampe  it  fmall,and  paffe  it  thorough  a  (trai¬ 
ner  with  the  (aid  liquor  wherein  it  was  boiled.  Remember 
that  when  you  boile  it, there  muft  not  remaine  much  liquor 
in  the  veflcll .  Then  take  the  faid  matter,  that  you  (trained, 
and  put  thereto  as  much  purified  honie  ,  and  boyle  it  on  a 
fofcfire,vntilli  tcometo  the  forme  ofanEleduarie.  When 
it  is  boiled,  put  thereunto,  for  cuerie  pound  of  that  Eledua- 
rie,  thefe  things  following,  made  into  fine  powder ,  of  Li» 
gmm  aloes ,  of  Cinamon ,  am  9  j ,  cloues,faffron ,  ana  9  j,

For  the 
reynes  will  be  (trengthned  *  the  vifcofitie  will  be  refolued, 
the  powres  will  be  opened, and  the  vrine  will  be  expelled, 
and  denied ,  all  which  are  efFedes,  neceifane  for  him  to  re¬ 
gard,  that  will  with  honeftieand  credite ,  helpe  the  former 
maladie.

YOu  fhall  vnderfland  ,  that  Chilblaines  (  as  we  terme 
them  )  are  caufed  of  no  other  thing  ,  then  of  humors 
dried,  and  reftrained  in  our  bodies,  For  in  the  winter.when 
it  is  cold,  the  pores  do  (hut  fo  clofe  together  ,  that  the  hu  ¬ 
mor  cannot  pafle,or  come  forth, neither  by  fweat,nor  other 
exhalation  or  expiration .  For  that  caufe ,  the  humors  in  a 
young  man  (who  is  hote  of  complexion  J  may  not  kc  kept 
in}  for  then  nature(which  would  eafe  her  felfe  )  fendeth  that

exhalation, vnto  the  extreme  parts  of  the  bodie,  that  is  vn* 
ro  the  handes  andfeete;  where  remaining  there  is  caufed 
that  alteration:  and  in  precede  of  time ,  the  skinne  doth  o- 
pen,  and  the  humor  goeth  forth*,  but  cannot  healc  ,  till  the 
f  pring,  when  warm e  weather  commeth  in.  Howbeit  I  hauc 
found  out  a  fecret  to  cure  them  cjuicklie  ,  and  with  great 
cafe .  Fir  ft  let  them  bloud  ,  then  giue  them  a  dofe  of  our 
eiettuarto  Angelica :  after  that  let  them  take  our  Syr  up  o  folu- 
tiuo  ,  fix  orfeuendayes  together  not  keeping  anyftraight 
diet  or  rule  .  Afterthisannointthem  with  Oleum  philo [o- 
phorum  dc  ccra  &  terebintbmay2A  night  when  they  go  to  bed: 
and  do  thus  one  weeke  at  the  lead ,  and  then  no  doubt  thou 
fhal  t  cure  them  as  I  haue  often  proued  #  Alfo  the  oyle  and 
water  offranckinfcnce,  will  do  the  like. 


CHAP.  XVIII 

Of  Comes  on  the  feet ey  and  the  manner 
to  take  them  away. 

T’Hc  cornes  that  come  on  thefeete,  are  a  kindeof  hard  tu- 
X  mor ,  or  thicke  excrefcence,caufed  of  corrupt  and  putri- 
fied  humors,  whercofnature  being  willing  to  difehargeher 
(elfe,  fendeth  them  to  the  lower  part  of  thefeete,  whereout 
becaufe  they  cannot  paffe  ,  there  do  they  make  refidence: 
ingendring  that  kiode  oftough  excrefcence,  which  is  grec- 
uous  and  painfull .  Many  times, the  caufe  hereof ,  arifeth  of 
that  noyfome  difeafe ,  Morbus  Gallicus^s  fome  write,  and 
then  mull:  it  be  remedied  with  medicamentes  appropriate 
thereunto .  But  if  they  come  otherwife ,  then  to  take  them 
away  follow  this  order .  When  they  are  in  their  greateft 
ftate,  andcaufemoft  payne,  cut  them  vntill  they  bleed, 
then  annoint  them  with  our  "Balfamo  Artificiato  applying 
it  fo  hote,  as  you  may  fuffer  it;  thereupon  go  to  bed .  Then 
touch  them  once  or  twife  with  Oleum  fulfuris,  and  annoint 
them  with  Oleum  Philofophorum  de  terebinthina  &  cera,  vn* 
till  they  be  whole.

Some  take  the  iuice  of  Sewferttiuttm  >  and  annointthe 
cornes  therewith .  Then  they  take  wormwood ,  and  lay  it 
vpon  an  hotc  tile  Clone,  and  fprinkle  it  with  Prong  vine- 
o*cr,  and  being  hote  ,  bind  it  vpon  the  Cornes, and  in  three 
or  fourc  times  fo  doing(as  1  haue  bene  crediblic  certified;

X  A  Any  men  are  greatlie  troubled  herewith,  and  in  fuch 
IVlmanncr,  as  thereby  they  are  made  altogether  vnfit  to 
o-Q  #  It  commeth  on  the  great  toe,vnder  the  nailc,or  the  fide 
of  the  nayle:  for  the  moft  part, and  a  man  would  thinkcjthat 
the  nayle  grew^in  the  flelh ,  but  it  is  not  Co ,  for  the  flelh 
groweth  vpon  the  nayle, though  this  infirmitie  appeare  not, 
to  be  a  thing  of  great  importance  (whereof  the  aunciet  wri¬ 
ters  haue  made  little  mention)  yet  is  it  a  thing  greatly  to  be 
regarded  •  For  many  great  per(bnagcs,that  liue  eafily ,  and 
are  tormented  with  the  gout ,  haue  alfo  this  greefe  in  thofe 
parts:  but  the  order  to  cure  them  is  this .  Firfi  you  fiia'l  cut 
the  nay  le ,  on  that  part  where  it  mofl  greeueth  them *,  then 
take  it  away  which  you  may  do  eafily  ,  without  any  great 
paync  to  the  patient:  for  the  nayle  is  already  feparated  from 
thegreeued  place.  Thus  when  the  nayle  is  take  away, touch 
it  wtth  our  whereof  mention  is  made  in  our  trea- 

tife  of  the  plague  .  Let  it  fo  remainc  three  dayes  together: 
the  dreffc  it  euery  day,with  Magno  hcore3\w till  it  be  whole, 
which  will  be  in  a  very  fhort  time. 

CHAP.  XX* 

Of  Srifipe/a,  and  the  care  thereof 

THis  difeafe  (as  experience  fheweth)  is  caufed  of  an  hotc 
and  ficrie  moifture,arifingin  the  face,armes  and  legged 
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Of  Erifipela  and  IV tries. 

for  where  it  is >  the  powers  and  pores  arc  flopped,  that  the 
faid  moifture  ,  cannot  haue  expiration ,  whereupon  com- 
tticth  tumor:  as  alfo  a  (hutting  &  doling  vp  of  thofc  pores, 
by  rheanes  of  the  ordinaric  annointing  the ,  with  fats,  oyles, 
ike*  or  other  cold  thingsra  common  courfe  vfed  of  common 
Surgeons .  Againft  this  there  cannot  be  found  a  morepre- 
fent  remedy ,  then  thefpiriteofwine,or  Aqaaar  denser  ba¬ 
thing  it  with  hote  water :  and  lfyou  waih  the  parts  affe&ed 
with  our  £huntae fence ,  the  powres  will  be  opened  ,  and  it 
penetrateth  and  aflubtilateth  that  humiditie  ,  caufing  it  to 
come  forth. 

Alfo  you  (hall  finde,that  by  drinking  our  fjhtintae fence  % 
and  annointing  the  ftomackc  with  Oleum  cert ,  diuers  arc 
cured  of  a  certainc  hcate, retained  in  the  ftomackc.

TAkc  of Cjratia 'Z}«>dried  in  the  fhadow,and  beaten  in¬ 
to  fine  powder ,  §  j ,  Cinamon  3  j,  cloues ,  3  j ,  wheate 
flowre,  lbj>  orenges  condite,  §  j,  make  thereof  apart  ,  with 
honie,  and  bake  it  in  the  ouen  with  bread :  but  take  great 
heed,  that  it  burne  not .  Ofthisyou  fhall  giue  ^  j,  to  purge 
againft  many  infirmities  :  but  aboue  the  reft  again  ft  Scro- 
phuU, againft  fcabs ,  and  the  white fcall .  For  it  euacuateth 
onely  the  fuperfluous  humiditieof  the  body,  it  drieth  and  is 
appropriate  for  fuch  kinde  of  infirmities .  Howbeit  you 
murt  note,  that  all  foluble  medecincs  arc  notfit,  for  one  dif- 
eafe  or  complexion :  for  chiefly  and  properly,  Rubarb  pur- 
geth  choller,  blacke  Hellebore  auoideth  melachohe,  Dane- 
wort  difpofleffeth  the  body  of  flegmc,  and  this  herbe  clen- 
feth  the  bloud .  Therefore  cuery  one  hath  his  peculiar  pro- 
pertie:  though  fometime  either  of  them,  may  worke,  vpon 
more  caufes  then  one,  yet  not  fo  properly  or  (imply, but  by 
accident,  and  in  regard  of  circumftances.i 

Two  drammesofthe  powder  of  this  herbe  ,  dronkc  in 
wine,  or  broth ,  prouoketh  vomite  and  fiege,  and  is  very 
good  for  fuch  as  are  lunatike  .  It  helpeth  or  at  the  lcaft 
dclayeth  the  extremitie  of  the  feuer  .It  is  good  againft 
greefes  of  the  ftomacke,  and  wind  in  the  be^he. 

A  deco&ion  thereof  made  with  ley ,  helpeth  putrified 
vlcers,  if  they  be  wafhed  therewith:for  as  it  purgetn  the  rto- 
raacke,  fo  it  clenfeth  the  fore, and  healeth  it  quicklie ,  if  you 
wet  a  cloth,in  the  faid  lcy.and  applic  it  thereunto.

If  you  rod  the  roote  in  the  embers  ,  sndmixe  it  with  Scrofula.

But  here  we  will  onely  write  ofeertaine  mede¬ 
cines,  that  may  be  made  or  deriued  from  him:  which  are  for 
the  eafe ,  helpe  and  remedieof  diuers  infirmities  which  arc 
in  men  and  women .  The  reafon  whereof  is  very  good ,  for 
euery  like  reioyceth  with ,  and  hclpeth  his  like ,  and  there-. 
The  nature  fore  man  ferueth  for  man .  The  fat  of  a  man  is(as  euery  man 
knowefk )  h°fc,  and  penetratiue,  and  mollifying  if  you  an- 
noint  the  parts  therewith,  (where  the  finewes  be  hard )  and 
The  fit.  drawen  together ,  or  contracted  ,  therefore  it  will  quicklic 
Tlx  blond,  refolue  them .  I  haue  made  the  Quint  ae fence  of  mans  bloud, 

rectified  and  circulated ,  with  the  which  I  haue  done  mod 
wonderfull  cures ,  for  if  you  giue  thereof  3  j,  it  will  reftore 
thofe,  that  lye  at  the  point  of  death. 

It  is  moft  profitable ,  againft  thofe  infirmities  that  are  in 
the  bloud.*  for  it  corre&eth  the  malignitie  of  the  bloud  ,  and 
preferueth  it,  as  well  as  the  fpirite  of  wine .  If  you  put  a  litle 
gurifis  0f  it  into  an  hogges  head  of  wine  it  wili  purifie  it,  and  pre- 

feme  it  a  long  timcmorcthen  any  other  thing  whatfoeuer.

Then 
boile  it,  in  xij ,  lb  of  f  aire  water ,  with  ^  j  of  fait ,  till  lb  viij 
be confirmed  .  That  done,  pafie  it  thorow  a  drainer ,  and 
diftill  it  in  Balneo ,  till  all  the  fubdance  be  come  forth.Here- 
ofyou  may  giue,  vnto  the  ficke  at  ail  times,  with  a  little  of 
aplaine  and  fimple  Iulepc  .  When  you  finde  any  euillac-* 
cident,  in  the  bcliie ,  you  mud  adde  thereunto,  a  little  oyle 
of  fweet  almondes,newly  made, (while  it  is  warmejfor  then 
is  it  one  of  the  bed  redoratiues,  that  can  be  found  out  or  di- 
uifedin  the  world.
